Further Licht Throws on the Occur- 
rences of Friday—The Abduction Tue 
ory Gaining Ground. 

TAYLORVILLE, III., March 19.—The mys- 
teries in connection with the strange occur- 
rence to Miss Bond on last Friday evening 
continues to absorb the attention of the peo- 
ple of this place. The theory of an abduc- 
tion is gaining ground, and those who at first 
did not believe in the possibility of such an 
oecurrence are fast changing their opinions. 
Some of the best citizens of this place look 
with suspicion upon some men of doubtful 
character who have been seen quite often 
secreted in some nook or corner late at night 
talking very earnestly to one of ‘the 
men under bonds. The rumors, 
coupled with what Miss Bond 
gives as her experience on Friday night, 
seem to leave but little doubt in the minds 
of a majority as to the fact that it was an at- 
tempted abduction, with the intention of ef- 
fectually suppressing the unfortunate girl’s 
testimony. 

Aliss Bond regained consciousness today 
for a short time, and told the story of the 
strange transaction. “Justafter my sister 
left me,” she said, two men wearing black 
masks entered by the door through whieh 
she passed. The first one unlocked and 
opened the outside dour, saying, * Where is 
the little girl.’ While this was going on the 
other approached the and biew out 
the light. I tried to seream but could not, 
but took hold of the bedpost. They then 
caught hold of me, and in trying to pull me 
off of the bed moved it out from the wall. 
They then carried me out and around to the 
southwest corner of the house. At this time 
I heard some one scream on the inside, and 
one of the men said, Let's drop the damned 
girl and skip out.” Up to this time I was 
conscious, but the shock I sustained 
from the fall rendered -me lifeless, 
and I knew nothing more.“ To bac 
up this statement, it is stated that when Miss 
Ettie Bond left her sister to go to supper she 
was resting eastiy on the bed, in the south- 
west corner of the room, but when she re- 
turned, after the alarm had been given, the 
bed was found near the middle of the roont. 
lier physician thonght that perhaps she had 
been laboring under an hallucination and 
He alone examined her 
feet closely to see if they bore any signs of 
her having been walking upon the 
rough ground, but his examination 
failed to throw any light upon 
the subject. As there were no marks upon 
them he thought it impossible for her to 
have traversed that distance without scene 
evidence of it remaining, and to convince 
himself he bared his own feet and went over 
the same course. When he returned to the 
house he could find numerous indications of 
his journey. These things, though they 
seem trivial in themselves, have a tendency 
to thoroughly éonvince the public that some 
one attempted to take Miss Bond away. 
Soon after Miss Emma had made her state- 
ment she relapsed into an unconscious state. 
She still remains in that condition, and is 
continually talking about her abductors,

KARL MARX. 
PROCEEDINGS OF A LARGE MEETING AT 
COOPER UNION. 

New Yor, March 19.—The Cooper Union 
was crowded to its ntmost capacity tonight 
by people gathered to honor the memory of 
Karl Marx. The red flag of the Commune 
was everywhere, and the picture of the dead 
man, surmounted with the motto, Vive 
Internationale,“ hung at the front of the 
platform. P. J. MeGuire, Edward King, 
Victor Drury, Johann Most, Dr. Donai, and 
John Swinton made speeches. The last 
named gave a graphic description of his first 
and last meeting with Marx, at 
Ramsgate, England. He eulogized the 
domestic and public virtues of the dead 
Socialist, and said he had made the Interna- 
tionale the watch word of the world’s workers. 
He gave more than all to mankind when he 
gave them himself. Resolutions were read 
n English and German and unanimously 
adopted. They declare the world of labor 
plunged in sorrow. Its, most powerful 
thinker, its noblest hero, Karl Marx, is no 
more. His life and great power, his inteilect, 
have for thirty years been devoted to the 
cause of the laboring people. In the field of 
‘social economic science he was the first to 
prove, by statistical facts and reasoning 
based upon the universally- recognized prin- 
ciples of political economy, that capitalistic 
production must necessarily’ lead to 
monopolizing and concentrating all industry 
into the hands of the few, and thus, by rob- 
bing the working classes of the fruits of their 
toll, to reduce them to utter and absolute 
slayery and degradation.” The resolu- 
tions conclude by pledging the dissemi- 
nation of the ideas of Marx to the world, 
and the dedication of our lives” to the 
cause of which he ss the pioneer, the 
struggle in which he left po noble a record, 
and never target his appeal : “ Workingmen 
of the world, unite!’ Telegrams of con- 
dolence were received from Boston, Mary- 
land, and New Jersey, and from Henry 

George and Frederick ngels, 

New York, March 16.—[Speelal.]— Vietor 
Drury, the first speaker, said that Karl Marx 
was upbraided and. derided, as were all the 
others who founded and supported the In- 
ternational. ‘The capitalists and powers that 
be in Europe dreaded the International be- 
cause it advocated the abolition of standing 
armies and the effacement of state bounda- 
aries. The speaker then made a genera! at- 
tack upon all capitalists, aristocrats, the 
bourgeoisie, Professors, scholars, and all 
other classes that did not do manual labor in 
the workshop. 

The next speaker was John Swinton, who 
sald that he had met Marx in England in 
1880. He described him as a massive-leaded, 
generous-featured, entirely kindly man of 
60, with bushy masses of long gray hair. 
He spoke with Mr. Swinton about the polit- 
ical forces and movements of the various 
countries of Europe, and referred contempt- 
uously to the atomistic reforms over which 
the Libe ; berals of the British Parliament spent 

ir time.

ressing the esteem he felt for the man who 
ad devotedly labored for the freedom of the 
oppressed and had taught the brotherhood 
of man. He honored Marx because he had 
taught that the road to social regeneration 
was not through destruction and anarchy,

VIOLENT DEATHS. 
A SEDUCER SHOT. 

New York, March 19.—George W. Conk- 
ling, United States Surveyor on the Govern- 
ment surveys in Nevada, shot dead William 
II.

Tonight Conkling went again to see 
her and was met by Haverstick, who swore 
the woman should not leave the house. 
The two men came to blows. Haverstiek 
threw a copper statuet at Conkling. who drew 
a revolver and fired, The ball struck Haver- 
stick in the pit of the stomach, inflicting a 
wound from which he died an hour later. 
Conkling left the house immediately after 
the shooting and, walking to Eighth avenue 
—— Twenty-third street, surrendered to an 
Oflicer. 

Uhler was a broker at 17 Broad street, 
Conkling said, and Haverstick was his part- 
ner. inthis way he made the acquaintance 
of Mrs. Uhler. When his sister saw Conk- 
ling she agreed to go with him to his West- 
ern home, and last hight was the time fixed, 
upon to leave. When Conkling arrived at 
the house his sister was in an inner room, 
and heard only the néise of the quarrel. 
Conkling is 27 years old and Haverstick 30. 
He was a broker at 60 Broadway, and had 
lived with Mrs. Unler about two years. 

Conkling was locked up. He refused to 
talk to reporters, but told the officers Haver- 
stick tried te eject him and threw a number 
of articles athim. in self-defense he shot 
the man. Mrs. Uhler is said to be very 


pretty.

ELEVATED ROAD DECISIONS. 

NEW York, March 19.—Judge Barrett in 
the Supreme Court today rendered a de- 
cision in settlement of the order in the suit 
of the Metropolitan Elevated Railroad and 
Sylvester H. Kneeland against the Manhat- 
tanand the New York Elevated Railroad 
Companies. He continues the injunction 
and restrains the Manhattan Company, its 
Directors and officers, from carrying 
into effect or acting under the 
merger agreement, and from paying 
any dividends under it, or on the Manhattan 
first and second preferred stock, and from 
receiving the surrender of any stock ot the 
New York Company or Metropolitan Com- 
pany, and from 2 a bonus of $10 per 
share to stockholders of the New York — 
pany upon such surrender. The New York 
Company is also restrained from receiving 
any dividends under the agreement. The 
plaintiffs are further required to file a bond 
in the sum of $50,000, to be executed by 
Metropolitan, and one of sufficient surety. 
Unless this is done within ten days the in- 
junction shall be dissolved. 

Judge Donohue, in the Supreme Court, 
this morning denied the motion to so amend 
the complaint of the Metropolitan Elevated 
Railroad Company against the Manhattan 
and New York Elevated Railroad Companies 
that the only a question to be involved would 
be the validity of the merger agreement.

SENATORIAL GLEANINGS. 
DAVID DAVIS. 
SPRINGFIELD, March 19.—[{Special.}]—Sen- 
ator Cullom’s return from Washington has 
set the political gossips at work figuring 
upon some future Senatorial prospects. Sen- 
ator Cullom visited Judge David Davis, and 
reports him to have been in excellent spirits 
just previous to his wedding, but that the 
Judge apparently felt pained over his re- 
tirement from official life. Having been 
in office almost constantly. for over 
forty years, d having for nearly 
half that time held intimate relations 
with a large number of distinguished 
8 at tiie National Capital, his removal 
rom the familiar scenes no doubt causes 
some regrets. While it seems to be the 
opinion of néarly all who have conversed on 
the subject, and particularly upon the topic of 
the recent wedding, that Judge Davis intends 
to retire permanently to private life, other 
shtewd guessers are found who predict that 
he will be a political phenix, and will rise up 
again atan early day. They argue that the 
Judge’s mgrriage is as much a stroke of 
political sagacity as it is of domestic felicity. 
DON CAMERON’S DIFFICULTY. 
Senator Culiom gives an interesting bit of 
history relative to the illness of Senator Don 
Cameron, of Pennsylvania. Thedisease with 
which the Pennsylvania Senator is afflicted 
was contracted by an accident in Lilinois 
seven years ago. In i876, when Cullom was 
a candidate for Governor the first time, he 
went to Rock Island to fill an appointment 
to make A speech there. uring the 
day preceding the meeting Cameron, who was 
at time Secretary of War, had arrived 
at Rock Island in company with Gen. 
Sherman and the latter’s son to inspect the 
Government works. The commandant of 
the island brought out his team and car- 
riage and the party;were taken for a drive, 
Gov. Cull be nvited to joln them. 
‘They had gone but a short distance when the 
horses took fright and ran away, throwing 
out the occupants and completely wrecking 
the carriage. Mr. Cameron was struck by 
one of the wheels as he was precipitated to 
the ground, but hisinjury seemingly amount- 
to nothing. and he paid little 
or no attention to it. It 
however, from a conversation between Sen- 
ators Cullom and Camerom during the 
former’s trip East that Cameron has always 
feit the effects of the shock; and that the in- 
jury has constantly grown more serious. It 
was because of the alarming nature of this 
trouble that he was — to undergo a 
surgical operation recently. Senator Cullom 
understands from high surgical authority in 
Washington that Senator Cameron’s recovery 
is confidently anticipated. The political 
complexion of the United States Senate, and 
the fact that a Democrat would be ap- 
peated to succeed him as Senator from 
ennsylivaniain case of his death, render 
Cameron’s condition a matter of unusual 
interest to politicians.

The Circumstances of the Harriet Bell 
Marder Repeated in the Assassination 
of Mrs. Cariton at Watertown, Mass.

Carlton at Watertown last night, and tonight 
the Boston officers admit they are non- 
plussed.

It will 
probably take its place in the long list ot un- 
discovered murders in this city within the 
last few years. The jewelry usually worn 
by the lady was found on the body. 
The husband satisfactorily accounts for his 
whereabouts in Boston duri the day and 
evening, and the family was said to be a hap- 
py one. The paving-stone with which the 
woman’s face was smashed in is of the pat- 
tern used in Boston, and nothing like it can 
be found around Watertown, and that a 
stranger to the premises committed the deed 
is shown by the hinges of the front gate be- 
ing wrenched partly off, showing that the 
man, in his ignorance, attempted to open it 
the wrong way. ‘The autopsy this afternoon 
showed that, beside the wounds on the head, 
a fatal blow had been inflicted on 
the abdomen. A very pathetic circumstance 
of the affair was that little Fanny Carlton, 
who is a bright and pretty creature of 5 
years, when she fell over the body in the 
dark entry, thought that her mother was 
sick, and, running up-stairs in night-dress 
and bare feet, brought down a bottle of 
soothing-sirup, which sheimplored the dymg 
woman to take. Finding that this was not 
wanted, she hastened down to the kitchen 
and secured a dipperof cold water. Both 
bottle and dipper were found lying in a pool 
of blood.

Two Disasters Yesterday at Lafayette,

LAFAYETTE, Ind., March 19.— Special. 
About 5 o' clock this morning fire broke out, 
in the main building of the Lafyette Pa- 
per Company, and, notwithstanding the fact 
that a portion of the department was on the 
ground at the time and the balance responded 
promptly, the extensive slate roof was 
burned off. The flames were confined to the 
roof, but the large quantity of water thrown 
ran down to the lower story, where was 
stored a large quantity of paper.

The Distillery of Pattison & Caldwell, 
at Hamilton, 0. 

HAuLrox, O., March 18.—The extensive 
distillery of Pattison & Caldwell, located at 
the southern outskirts of this city, caught fire 
at 3 o’clock p. m. today ana was entirely con- 
sumed, with the exception of asmall building 
used as a storeroom. The loss is estimated at 
$60,000 on the buildings, machinery, stock of 
corn, and other material on hand. There 
were 30,000 bushels of corn in the crib, and - 


machinery that was valuable. The distillery 
had been running day and night to its full 
capacity, but the whisky had been shipped as 
rapidly as made, so when the fire occurred 
but little if any liquor wasin the store-room. 

The fire department was compelled to halt 
at Crawford’s Run bridge, a distance of a 
quarter of a mile, owing to the scarcity of 
water. A high wind was steadily blowing 
from the southwest, which swept dense vol- 
umes of flame across the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton & Dayton Railroad and car yards, where 
long lines of freight-cars were standing. 
One of these was burned and three otbers 
badly damaged before they could be pulled 
away. The lossto the company is about 
$600. The distillery employed fifty men and 
was feeding 800 head of cattle. The amount 
of insurance could not be ascertained with 
certainty, dut is sufficient to partially cover 
the loss on the buildings and machinery. The 
telegraph wires passing the burning building 
on the line of the railroad were all burned 
off, thus cutting off communication with 
points South. Itis said the fire originated 
from the explosion of an oil-tank. 

The loss on the building alone is estimated 
at about $100,000, and on the stock of corn at 
$12,000. The insurance carried upon the 
building and stock was 868, 700. This amount 
is distributed as follows:

Orrrcratreturns just made public show 
that since Jan. 1, 1882, the United States 
Government has paid $115,854 as fees to 
special counsel in the star-route cases. Of 
this immense sum George Bliss received up 
to Jan. 26, 1883, the magnificent allowance for 
fees and personal expenses of $59,069. Mer- 
rick drew $20,000, the last payment being made 
in October, 1882, and Ker received $23,912 up 
to Deo, 21, 1882. How large the additional 
claims of these gentlemen may be is not 
stated, and what their bills will reach to by 
the time the trial is ended—if it ever shall 
end —eannot even be guessed at. In addi- 
tion to the amount mentioned above there is 
the cost of court expenses, pay of jurors and 
witnesses, mileage, and a hundred other 
items to he reckoned in.

His name has merely been put in 
nomination before the Republican *Conven- 
tion as that of a person well qualified to dis- 
charge the duties of Mayor, and having al- 
ready the indorsement of 4,000 of the best 
Republicans in Chicago. We do not describe 
this as an act of “dictation”; it is an act of 
information. It should not be injurious to 
ahy candidate before the convention that 
4,000 of his fellow-Republicans regard him as 
the strongest candidate who can be put in 
the field. A candidate for Mayor is seldom 
named who receives as many votes at the 
primaries as were cast for Mr. Crane at the 
great meeting of Saturday night. If the 
managers of the machine choose to regard 
the recommendation of such a meeting, held 
in so public a manner, and giving expression 
of its wishes in so emphatic and decorous 
a manner, as an act of dictation,we can only 
regret that they are unable to take a calmer 
and broader view of the political situation. 


MUNICIPAL REFORM AND THE GER- 
MANS. 


The Staats-Zettung is both unreasonable 
and inconsistent in its opposition to the citi- 
zens’ movement for municipal reform. It is 
unreasonable because it likens the present 
movement with that of 1873, which resulted 
in the election of Colvin, while the conditions 
are unlike in nearly every respect: it is in- 
consistent because it admits nearly every 
allegation iu the indictment brought against 
the present City Government, and yet antag- 
onizes the only practical movement which 
has the smallest chance to drive Harrison 
out of office, and with him the bad lot known 
as the City-Hall gang.“ ) 

Some days ago the Staats-Zeitwng printed 
an article which charged the responsibility 
for the city election of 1878 upon the editor 
of Tux Trisuyz; Tue Trisune’s reply 
silenced that charge. Now the Staats- 
Zeitung maintains that Tux Tripune is re- 
sponsible for the present reform movement, 
and predicts that the result will be to inflict 
the same disaster upon the city as the similar 
movement of 1873. It would be difficult to 
crowd more mistakes in a single sentence. 
it will require but afew words to correct 
them. (1) THe Tripune is not responsible 
for the present reform movement, but has 
encouraged it in every practical step it has 
taken, and holds now, as Mr. Crane does 
himself, that the indorsement of the Repub- 
lican Convention is necessary to any hope of 
success. (2) There is not the slightest resem- 
Ddlauce betweet the present movement and tne 
“law-and-order” movement of 1873, which 
resulted in the election of Colvin by a com- 
bination of the Germans with the bummer 
class upon a single issue. That issue was 


the closing of saloons on Sunday; the “law- . 


and-order ’ people opposed the repeal of the 
Sunday ordinances then in force, and the 
Germans favored such repeal, but afterwards 
repented bitterly the resuits of the combina- 
tion which they thought necessary to pre- 
serve their personal liberty.“ There is no 
Sunday question involved in the approach- 
ing contest, and no question of prohibition 
as to any day in the week. Hence there is 
no similarity between the citizens’ move- 
ment of today and that ot 1873. (3) Another 
conspicuous difference between the condi- 
tions of 1873 and those of today is this: The 
triumph of Colvin, which the Germans wanted 
to confine to the Sunday question, was turned 
by the disreputable element which supported 
him into a Very carnival of dissipation; if 
Harrison shall triumph over the cifizens’ 
movement ‘this spring, matters cannot well 
de worse than they are now. He in 1873 
there was everything to lose by urging a 
narrow and unpopular issue as to Sunday 
@bservanee; now there is certainly nothing 
to lose in a straightforward movement to 
secure a better administration of city affairs. 

The specific opposition urged by the Staats- 
Zeitung to the present reform movement is 
because it is based in part upon the popular 
demand for an increase in saloon licenses, 
whereas the Staats-Zeitung thinks it should 
proceed upon a demand for an increased 
assessment of property values, and thus pro- 
vide for the collection of more taxes. The 
two propositions have nothing in common 
except revenue. As to this, we think prop- 
erty- ners. business-men, and taxpayers 
generally, whether American-born or Ger- 
man-born citizens; will disagree with the 
Staats-Zettung, and hold it to be much 
fairer to require the saloons to pay for their 
privilege asum commensurate with the in- 
creased expenses they impose upon the com- 
munity before asking business-men and 
workingmen to inerease their contribn- 
tions. But there is another considera- 
tien more important than revenue. The 
Staats-Zeitung has admitted upon more 
than one occasion that there are too many 
saloons in Chicago. It now admits that the 
charges brought by the reform movement 
against the low, disreputable, and criminal

AN ABSURD TARIFF NOTION. 

It is reported from the Hast that steps are 
to be taken to test the coustitutionality of 
the Tax and Tariff law passed by the late 
Congress. If such a movement contem- 
plated a challenge ot the present tariff sys- 
tem on the ground that the Constitution au- 
thorizes Congress to lay and collect taxes, 
duties, imposts, and excises to pay the debts 
and provide for the common defense and gen- 
eral welfare of the United States,” while the 
present tariff system looks primarily to the 
protection of certain private interests, there 
might be some sense in it. But the proposi- 
tion to question the constitutionality of the 
new law emanates from disgruntied persons 
who think that the revision does not guaran- 
tee them as much bounty as they ought 
to have, and the basis of the pro- 
posed challenge is that the Senate ex- 
ceeded its authority in the matter of 
amendments and really originated a 
revenue measure which the Constitution 
confines to the House of Representatives. 
This question was thoroughly canvassed in 
the House before the reference of the bill to 
a conference committee was agreed upon, 
and any attempt to reopen it for review by 
the Supreme Court will be ridiculous. In the 
first place, the language of the Constitution 
is as follows: “All bills for raising revenue 
shall originate in the House of Representa- 
tives; but the Senate may propose or concur 
with amendments as on other bills.” ‘The 
language of the Constitution is clear beyond 
cavil or misunderstanding. The right to 
make amendments was conferred upon the 
Senate as a departure from the English cus- 
tom, and for that reason the change from the 
English rule was set forth explicitly. In the 
second place, the House assented in this in- 
stance to the amendments proposed by the 
Senate. The motion to suspend tne rules was 
“to take frow the Speaker’s table House bill 
No. 5,338, with the Senate amendments 
thereto.” After the bill had been referred to 
a conference committee in these terms there 
was no farther question as to the constitu- 
tionality of the proceeding, for each House 
of Congress may be safely trusted to guard 
its own prerogatives against infringements 
from the other House, The Supreme Court 
will undoubtedly take that view of the mat- 
ter if it shall ever be brought before that 
tribunal], which is exceedingly doubtful. But 
there is another view which the protected 
classes ought to take. The new bill, on the 
whole, favors them more thap the Tariff 
Commission promised, and much more than 
public sentiment approves. They should be 
content to let matters stand where they are; 
any agitation on their part is likely to stimu- 
late agitation on the other side, and the ben- 
eficiaries of the tariff system may be well 
satisfied if they can prevent any further ef- 
fort at revision and reduction for some years. 
They cannot afford to invite new attacks on 
the system by objecting to the present rates 
of duty, for they may be sure there will be 
no change in the direction of increased du- 
ties.

DAKOTA AND INDIA. 

India, native and European, believes that 
it can, if given cheaper meaus of communi- 
cation, displace America in the Liverpool 
wheat market. A pamphlet written with 
great ability has just been published at Cal- 
eutta outlining the means by which this can 
be done. It reaches us at the same moment 
with a dispatch by cable from Bombay, stat- 
ing that the Indian budget fully discusses the 
competition of Indian with American wheat 
in the London market. It concludes with 
the news that the railway rates from the 
north to Bombay are to be immediately re- 
duced 1844 per cent. This means a reduction 
of between four and five cents a bushel in the 
selling price of Indian wheat in En- 
giand. The competition of the American 
with the British farmer is already  visi- 
biy undermining the foundations of British 
land monopoly. It makes the tenant unable 
to pay his rent, and renders it impossible for 
the owner to sell. It would be a strange 
illustration of the compensatory action of 
social forces if in their turn the American 
farmers were to be attacked with the com- 
petition of the Hindoo ryot. Stranger still 
would it be if the disintegration of British 
land monopoly by the com petition of the Da- 
kota farmers were to be followed by such a 
pressure of competition between the Dakota 
farmer and the Hindoo as to compel the 
American to abandon the high-tariff taxa- 
tion, which adds so much to the cost of his 
product, . 

{t is clatmed by the press and Government 
of India that it costs considerably less to 
raise wheat there than in America, that 
India can easily supply all that Eu- 
gland now buys abroad, and that 
only the high cost of carriage from the 
Hindoo wheat pateh to Liverpool prevents 
Indtan wheat from undersellmg American 
wheat. The Bombay dispatch shows that 
the persistent efforts that have been made to 
induce the Government to lower the rates of 
transportation have partially succeeded. 
This of course does not by any means bring 
India up to the position of a well-equipped 
rival of America. India, with 255,000,000 of 
people, has only 10,000 miles of railroads, 
while the United States, with a population o 

255,000,000, has not less than 110,000 miles. 
But almost without any of the modern appli- 
anoes of agriculture or communication India 
has increased its exports from 637,000 ewt. in. 
1872 to 19,863,520 cwt. in 1882, It will not pay 
to shut our eyes to such competition. 

Dr. Forbes Watson, who investigated this 
subject for the British Government, reported 
in 1879 that India already raised enough 
wheat to supply the English demand. But 
without elevators to store it, or railroads to 
carry it, vast amounts perish every year, and 
the Hindoo yet lives. perpetually on the 
verge of starvation for the want of a market 
like that which enables the farmer of the 
Mississippi Valley to subsist in high comfort 
on the produce of his farm. 

The. cost of raising wheat in India is put 
by the Calcutta pamphieteer at 15 to 20 cents 
a bushel, against an average of about 40 cents 
in Dakota. Ocean freights do not count 
much against India, if at all. Almost one- 
third of all the American wheat imported by 
England in 1881 came from San Francisco, 
and freight rates from Sah Francisco to 
Liverpool are higher than those from Cal- 
outta. Bombay, or Kurrachee. Freights be- 
tween New York and London are lower than

ness of American railway service that keeps 
the Hindoo wheat-raiser from successful 
competition with the Dakota farmer. The 
railways of India are long trunk lines with- 
out feeders, Every twenty miles of cartage 
adds thtee cents abushel in India to the cost 
of wheat. Grain rates between New York 
and Chicago range from 20 to 30 cents per 100 
pounds. They have been as low as 1274 
cents. In India the rates of transportation 
range at figures more than three times as 
large as those of the American roads. The 
cheapest Indian rates, those of the Punjab 
roads, and which are exceptionally low, are 
one and a half times more than the average 
American rates. 

It is to remove this disadvantage of high 
rates that the Indian Government has finally 
begun to move as announeed by our Bom- 
bay dispatch. The policy pressed upon it 
by those who believe that India can supplant 
America in supplying Great Britain with 
wheat is very comprehensive and energetic. 
Itis for the Government to tempt private 
companies to the liberal construction of 
railroads ali through the wheat country by 
guaranteeing them dividends, in return for 
which the Government is to reserve the right 
of fixing absolutely the rate on all lines for 
tue cheap staples, a power which the Gov- 
ernment now has over the guaranteed roads 
in India. The Government would then at 
once be expected to make rates for the 
Indian wheat-grower as low as those en- 
joyed by the American. It is also part of the 
plan that the Government shall assist the 
ryot to procure good seed of the most mar- 
ketable varieties, shall institute local fairs 
at which prizes would be given, shall send 
daily to all the principal wheat centres in 


London and at the nearest Indian seaport, 
shall establish banks from which the ryot, 
now plundered by the native money-lender, 
might borrow on reasonable time, and the 
last and not least important suggestion is 
that the large earthen jars in which the Hin- 
doo now stores his wheat, with the accom- 
panying dirt and weevils, be replaced by ele- 
vators on the American plan. 

This is a big program. It will not be car- 
ried out by the conservative English rulers 
of India with great precipitation, but that 
the progress of English policy in India will 
be in this direction cannot be doubted. This 
is proved by the reduction of 18½ per cent 
just made in railway rates. The ryot lives 
on lower terms than the American farmer. 
The well-to-do ryots sleeb on the earthen 
floor of their mud hovels. The poorer ma- 
jority sleep out-doors. They are patient, in- 
dustrious, and temperate. Though living in 
such destitution that, it is declared on high 
English authority, 40,000,000 of them never 
have a full meal from one end of the year to 
another, they are benevolent, and freely 
share with each other in time of want. With 
such competition in India, heiped by British 
railways, andthe coming competition in the 
Canadian valleys of the Assiniboine, the 
Saskatchewan, the Milk, and Peace Rivers, 
helped also by British rail ways, it may easily 
become a pressing necessity with our wheat- 
grower to reduce his cost of production, or 
his cost of living, which is now artificiaily 
enhanced by monopoly taxes on many of the 
articles he consumes. 


THE ASSAULT ON LADY DIXIE. 

The alleged attempt to assasinate Lady 
Florence Dixie at The Fisheries,” on the 
Thames, is more mysterious in its circum- 
stances than the attempt to blow up the Gov- 
ernment buildings. In the latter case there 
was a predetermining cause, or at least suf- 
ficient provocation to excite hot-headed fa- 
natics to such an outrage, in the rejection of 
the Parnell amendments to the Land act and 
in the supplementary declaration of Mr. 
Gladstone that the Government would go no 
further im interfering with the rights of the 
landiords. Here at least was a probable 
cause for the deed. Indeed, for much slight- 
er causes than this outrages have been com- 
mitted. Even the Phenix Park murders 
grew out of slighter pretext. It is not safe 
to assume that the more violent Irish parti- 
sans would not remove a woman who they 
tancied stood in their way, for unfortunate- 
ly women have not ulways been exempt 
from their blind fury, but in this case 1 
animus is not apparent. 

Were Lady Dixie an avowed enemy of 3 
land, had she taken any part in the persecu- 
tion of its people, or had she ever sympa- 
thized with the landlords, there might be 
cause to suspect that the attempted assasina- 
tion arose from political motives, but such is 
not the case. She has been an ardent sym- 
pathizer with the distressed people. She has 
hel; ed relieve their misery by her own gen- 
erosity and by soliciting help from others. 
She has publicly expressed her sympathy 
with the victims of English prisons. She 
has manifested a contempt for the court, 
though she had received what many deem the 
honor of presentation, That ought to have 
satisfied the most rabid Irish Nation- 
alist. In no direction that has yet 
been made public can there be found 
any sufficient cause why the Irish people 
themselves should have any dislike for her 
or why the secret bands of Dublin or Lon- 
don should plot her death. She has offended 
neither the one nor the other. The only of- 
fense that can be alleged against her is her 
recent letter or pamphlet which she ad- 
dressed to the tenant-farmers and people of 
Ireland warning them that the funds they 
had contributed to the Land League had 
been misappropriated, and advising them to 
demand a statement from the trustees. In 
answer tothis Mr. Egan, the Treasurer of the 
fund, has already stated that this letter orig- 
inated with one Richard Pigott, who ap- 
pears to have made several efforts at black- 
mailing members of the league by threaten- 
ing to charge a misappropriation of the 
money, and that the letter, which was in- 
spired by him, appeared over the name of 
Lady Dixie. As the members of the Land 
League do not hesitate to pronounte the 
charge a false one, it is natural that the 
trustees should feel incensed at the lady 
for lending it her name and influence. 
But is this a cause for assasination, 
even if the charge were strictly true? 
It it were true, the Invincibles would 
rather rejoice at it, for they have little care 
for the league or its purposes. The contrib- 
utors to the fund would feel thankful to her 
in any event for her watchfulness. There 
could be left, then, none but the trustees who 
would feel aggrieved at her conduct. Un- 
questionably they do; but does any one be- 
lieve that Mr. Egan, or Mr. Biggar, or Mr. 
Parnell, who are among the trustees, would 
fora moment contemplate such an act as 
this ? Llowever intense their political hatreds 
may be, they are gentlemen incapable of 
such a scheme. Such a theory does not de- 
serve consideration. 

In the excited state of English feeling of 
course the attempt will be laid at the door of 
the Irish. If lightning out of heaven should 
strike the cross on St. Paul's, there would be 
found those who would insist that it was a 
bomb thrown from the clouds by some wild 
Fenian. Mr. Parnell himself, in the inter- 
view which was printed in the last issue of 
Tue Trisune, very happily gave expression 
to this in these words:

MONEY-MAKING ART. 

The interesting fact is stated by Charles 
G. Leland, popularly known as “Hans 
Breitmann,” that 60 per cent of the money 
spent on our houses and their contents is 
for “looks,” decoration—in short, for art, 
Mr. Leland has given the labor of several 
years to establishing a school in Philadelphia 
for teaching children practical decorative 
work. He has been very successful. 
Iie is an enthusiast in his belief that 
we have arrived in the evolution of educa- 
tional processes at the point for the genera- 
tion of a new species of instruction, some- 
thing beside the rudimentary art of reading, 
writing, and ciphering. His estimate that 
nearly two-thirds of our expenditures on our 
homes is, to use an unpopular word, es- 
thetic, puts the claims of industrial art 
education on a very practical basis, 

In explaining his system before an associa- 
tion lately formed in New York to give in- 
struction in practical art to some of the chil- 
dren in that city, Mr. Leland put it on a mon- 
etary, business basis. He advocated such 
instruction because it helped those who were 
taught to make a living, and to do this, sor- 
did as the open avowel of such a motive 
„may sound in an educational address, is 

after all the main purpose of training the 
young. He does not teagh trades. That ad- 
mirable branch of -practical education he 
leaves to others. His school covers only 
the simple deeorative arts. By a re 
markabie law of the mind, he says, ex- 
plain it as you will, it is easy for the aver- 
age pupil to learn the elementary principles 
of these arts in a few days. Sometimes in a 
few hours. in his school are taught panel 
or surface carving in wood, repoussée work 
in metals, setting mosaics, inlaying woods, 
the elegant and profitable art of working 
in sheet leather, perhaps the easiest art of 
all,“ molding and coloring forms in clay, 
making articles of papier maché, and simple 
embroidering. He has proved that children of 
12 to 14 can be taught to do marketable work 
in these things. 

It is difficult to find any reason but inertia 
why these things are not universally intro- 
duced into our system of education. Chil- 
dren find the worka pleasure. Those whose 
vigor and capabilities would make them suc- 
cessful in life without this knowledge have 
with it one resource the more. And Mr. Le- 
land cites it asa result of his observattion that 
those children who are not fisted for rough 
and hard business life are the ones who suc- 
ceed best in this decorative work. He gives 
a subordinate place in this plea to the intel- 
lectual advantages to the mind of this train- 
ing in accurate observation, quick touch, per- 
ception of color, and the power of combining 
forms and tints, but they would easily out- 
rank the dubious benefits of the mind-destroy- 
ing memorization practiced still in most of 
our schools. 

Itis apparent from many signs that the 
number of people is large, and is increasing, 
who are profoundly dissatisfied with the 
matter and the manner of the instruction 
that has been supplied so long with so little 
change in the program by our schools and col- 
leges. There are too many things in heaven 
and earth that are never dreamed of in 
their philesophy. A renaissance is upon 
us which demands that mind be put in con- 
nection with mind and matter by all tne lines 
of approach instead of being limited as now 
to the use of the eye in reading and the hand 
in writing. Mr. Leiand believes that the im- 
mense quickening of communication and cor- 
respondence by the railroads and telegraphs, 
the great development of capital and general 
wealth, are bringing with them another of 
the great art eras that have periodically reyis- 
ited the earth, and he thinks teachers can do 
no better thing for their pupils than to fit 
them to meet the rising demand for practical 
decorative work.

Ir is said to be still the intention of the 
ardent Republicans in the State Senate to 
* hang up” the nominations of all the Dem- 
ocratic candidates for Justiceships. We 
cannot think that this decision is wise.or 
well considered. It is true that some of the 
Democratic Judges have shown undue par- 
tisan feeling in the matter of approving the 
bond of Mr. John W. Ramsey, recently nom- 
inated as a member of the South Park 
Board. But this is not a reason why the Re- 
publican Senators should imitate so undig- 
nified and unworthy an example.

This is à case in which a spirit of 
compromise is proper and necessary.

licans. This was not an unfair distribution 
of the offices in view of the relative strength 
of the two parties in the county. Ik. 
the Democratic names should now be re- 
turned without approval, it is probable that 
the Judges would again send up the same 
number of Democratic candidates. It can- 
not be said that the Democrats who were 
nominated are all unfit and unworthy of the 
honor bestowed upon them. One of them, 
for example, is Mr. Peter Foote, Who ob- 
tained distinetion at the time of the revolu- 
tion in South Town politics by his unflinch- 
ing adherence to the cause of honest local 
government. Mr. Foote has the indorse- 
ment of some of the best Republicans of 
Chicago, including that of Mr. Robert T.

There was a eonsiderabie 
increase last year over the receipts for the year 
before, and a great part of it came from circu- 
tation—a fact for which Figaro takes to itsecif 
special congratulation, 
one of financial misfortune, But the re- 
ceipte, when compared with the expenses, 
show a profit baiance that is quite extraor- 
dinary, the expenses having been only 
8,437,797 francs, which leaves a net profit of 
2,560,168 francs, or about 40 per cent of the ro- 
ceipts.

THE KEG OF GOLD.

invite our fellow-citizens, witbout distinction 
of party with us, to vote Only for such men at 
the coming municipal election. 

Dr. Davis spoke briefly in favor of the resolu- 
tions, and they were unanimously adopted. 


i ARRAIGNMENT OF HARRISON. 
Dr. Gilbert read the following resolutions,

“ Hesolved, That if there be any class of people 
in Chicago who Bave no reasons for being inter- 
ested in the morals of its municipal government 
—— class is not the Christian ministers of the 
city.

“That the official toleration in Chicago of 
nearly 6,000 drinking-saloons, rum-nholes, and 
*‘doggeries, licensed, low-licensed,  high- 
licensed, or unlicensed, is so many schools of 
unthrift, dissipation, and crime—is making the 
municipal government of our city idfamous the 
world over. 

“That for us as Christian ministers and teach- 
ers of morais to sit dumb and inert in the 
presence of suvb offigial wickedness, and the in- 
unn wastes and woes to which such wickedoess 
exposes so many thousand homes; or to fail to 
do whatever we can, singly and unitediy, to ef- 
fect a radical change, would be in mockery of 
our every principle of righteousness and benev- 
olence which our profession stands for. 

That there never was a more unfit time for 

to put meal in their mouths’ 
of evils that are dominant and 
rms that are immivent than the present. 

“That the drinking-saloon system is so un- 
mixed an evil, and an evil of such appalling 
magnitude, and in its whole tendency so de- 
structive to the welfare of society, such an 
enemy to the laws, it ought to be * amended by 
striking out the enacting clause;’ it ought not 
merely to be forbidden, but abolished. 

“That while some of us may have differing 
views as to what is practicaily wisest, we are 
agreed in this: that it is not our duty to idly wait 
for public opinion, but rather do what we cau to 
makeit.

A retrospective com son of the Adminis- 
tration of the city under its present Govern- 
ment, under the Kepublican Government which 
preceded it, and under the Independent Gov- 
ernment that ed the, Kepubliican, will 
convince any fair minded man that a return to 
Republican Administration is absolutely neces 
sary to the welfare of Chicago. 

As a crowning infamy it is now stated that the 
judges and clerks of the coming election have 
been selected with a distinct purpose of return- 
ing Democratic majorities; that in Democratic 
wards, where, if anywbere, Republicans should 
be protected in their elective franchise, not a 
single Republican has been appointed either as 
judge or clerk of election.

The resolutions gdopted at the Crane ratifica- 
tion meeting Saturday were incorrectly printed. 
They should have been arranged as follows: 

The citizens of Chicago, trrespective of party, 
complain: That the finances of the city are in a 
crippied condition, and insuflicient to complete 
public buildings now in course of construction 
or to provide for the present or future warts of 
the city; that the streets are practicaily impas- 
sable; that ite police force is inadequate; that 
its eyetem of assessment, and taxauon, and 
liceuses is unequal, and in many respects partial 
and unjust; that fe and property are both in- 


‘secure; that there is too much crime, and not 


enough punishment; that there is too much of- 
ficial sympathy with the lawbreaker, and too 
littie official regard for tne law-abiding citizea. 

We do not believe that these eviis are irre- 
mediable, but do believe that no political party 
desires their continuance, and that men of ail 
political parties desire their prompt and thor- 


‘ough correction. It is 


htesolved, 1. That, in view of the fact that the 
law-defying, law-breaking, and disorderly 
classes Of this city, for their own purposes, are 
ready to drop all past political differences for 
the protection of what they conceive to be their 
interests, the time bas arrived when the friends 
of law and order should exhibit equal readiness 
to combine equally irrespective of past partr 
ties and associations to secure govern- 
ment, to prevent crime, and to punish its perpe- 
trators. 

2. That it is clearly the opinion of the majority 
of our citizens that the sale of intoxicating 
liquors tends largely to increase pauperism and 
orime, and that such business should be required 
to liberally coatribute toward defraying the ex- 
pense of punishing crime and supporting the 
pauperism which they dave caused and created.

A Many and Sensible Letter from Mr. 
Alexander M. Sullivan, Late Editor ofr 
the Dublin ** Nation.” 

LONDON, Feb. 24, 1883.—[(Editors of the frish- 
American, New Vork. The Atlantic cable in- 
forms us this morning that certain Lrishmen in 
America propose to “ belp™ their countrymen 
at home by redouvied energy in the dynamite 
direction. What happened in Chicago, we are 
told, through the accidental Upsetting of a sin- 
gie kerosene lamp can be OUtdone by fifty or 
a hundred sworn agents here in London, and so 
forth. Even before I visited America I knew 
fairly well the average value and purpose of 
these announcements—that they were gener- 
ally, though not always, composed for the 
express purpose of being cabled to London and 
being quoted in the House of Commons, so that 
subscribers should hurry Up with the dollars, 
seeing how mortally “John Bull” was being 
“frightened.” I know that the leaders of the 
Irish movement here invariably refused to re- 
gard these things seriously, and discouraged al 
notice of them as calculated only to serve a mis- 
chievous purpose. Ium equally well aware of 


the efforts which you and nearly every man of. 


note and character among irish Nationalists in 
America, revolutionary and non-revolutionary, 
have consistently made to keep the Irish cause 
within the lines of fair and honorable warfare. 
Yet, in view of passing events, I cannot retrain 
from sending, just now, a few words, which I 
pray may not be wrongly judged or misunder- 
stood. Iam not foolish enough to imagine any- 
thing I could say would move from their pur- 
pose—if they really have such purpose—the men 
who have irrevocably committed. themseives to 
what is called the dynamite policy. On the 
other band, 1 think they will congede that I

THE HUMANE SOCIETY’S PRAYER. 

Tue Finance Committee met yesterday. A 
petition was read from the Lilinois Humane 80 
ciety. It set forth the geueral objects of the 
society and its need of an increase in its force 
of officers. It stated that since the estabdlisb- 
ment of the society—thirteen years ago—the 
policy bas been pursued of turning all fines re- 
ceived into the City Treasury—about $2,000 hav- 
ing accrued to the city the last year—and it re- 
quested that a portion of this amount and a per- 
centage of receipts of fines to be hereafter as- 
sessed through the society be puid toit. The 
petitioa showed the work of the last year of the 
society. The number of chiidren looked after 
was 666, of whom 237 were placed in charitable 
institutions and the condition of the others 
ameliorated. Ninety-tour disabled borses—some 
of them valuable ones—were taken tostables 
in ambulances, the total value of the 
horses thus rescued being $20,000. The number 
of bourses shot, rescued from inhuman drivers, 
and otherwise helped, was 530. The society has 
erected nine street fountains, and done much 
other humane work. 

The petition was accompanied by au ordinance 
directing the Controller to pay $1,000 down and 
70 per cent annually of the fines arising out of 
the prosecutions of the society, this peroentage 
not to exceed $1,500. 

Mr. Ferd W. Peck, an officer of the society, 
made an argument before the committee sup- 
porting the petition, wd read letters of com- 
mendation of the society's labors. 

Controller Gurrey objected that the society 
ought not to ask anything from the city, because 
it costs the eo good deal to maintain the 
poliee force. Mr. Peck answered that d per 
cent of the tines from this source would pay tne’ 
cost of assessing and collecting them. 

The committee postponed action on the peti- 
tion for two weeks. 


THE COUNTY-BUILDING., 


Commissioner Ochs was kept from the 
board meeting yesterday by sickness in his 
family.

THE COUNTY BOARD. 

The County Board met yesterday afternoon, 
all of the meuibers present exCept Commission- 
ers Ochs and Albright. 

Ex-County-Attorney Willett presented bills 
for extra services in tax cases and in the Hins- 
dale- Doyle case amounting to $150, which were 
referred. 

The quarterly report of the County Agent was 
submitted. It showed that the number of 
families receiving relief at the commencement 
of the quarter was 1. the applications 
for relief since were 3,730, that there were now 
on the books 2,182 families, and that relief had 
been extended to 3,130 persons. Of the latter 
number 1,912 were from the West Side, #44 from 
the North Side, and 574 from the South Side. The 
number of hospital orders tssued was shown to 
have been 730; the numberof burial permits, 
116: the number sent to the poor-house, 269; 
and the number of persons sent to the insane 
asylum, 80. The expenses of the o were 
$31,220, of which $2.363 was for bread, $5,839 for 
meat, 57.820 for salaries, $2,301 for shoes, $578 
for sundries, and $1,725 for transpertanon. 

The Hospital Committee reported in favor of 
employing a visitor to look into the merits of 
cases sent to the County Hospital, which was 
adopted. 

The Committee on Jail and Crimigai Court 
reported in favor of paying the dieting bill of 
Sheriff Hanchett for the last quarter, amount- 
ing to $6,035. 

Mr. Mattocks objected to the report on the 
ground that there was a quesuon as to whether 
the Sheriff's contract for dieting the prisoners 
was a valid one or not, and moved that the mat- 
ter be referred to the Judiciary Committee in 
connection with the County- Attorney for in- 
vestigation. He also wanted a report as to 
whether or not the contract tor dieting the 
prisoners, if one existed, was for one or four 
years.

A HEAVY: TRANSACTION ON WEST MADISON 
STREET. 

Last week was consummated one of the most 
important real-estate deals that has been made 
for some time—that of the stone block on West 
Madison street, between Ada and Throop. And 
yesterday this transaction was supplemented by 
ove of equal importance in the same neigh 
hood, it being the sale of the block on Madison 
street, between Ada and Elizabeth, to a Torunto 
gentleman named George Blakey, for $107,500, 
the same sum as Was paid for the other biock 
mentioned. About four years ago these blocks 
were erected by the Scottish-American 
Mortgage Company, which das since 
that time collected an annual rental of 
nearly $15,000 on the buildings in cach block. 
The sale of the block between Ada and Throop 
streets last 2 to a Canadian gentieman 
named Cox, and the trandfer this week of the 
block next ped to Mr. Biakey, of the Dominion, 
bas a question in the minds of many as 
to the object of the Scottish- American Mortgage 
Company. By careful computation it is learned 
that the rental of both blocks pers nearly Il per 
cent on the investment made by the 1 
gentlemen, and, as it ie fair to suppose 
mortgage company e the structures for 
less than they sold them for, the wonder is that 
it disposed of them at all. 

The block soid yesterday is the one in which 
the West End or Bijou Opera-House is located, 
and it is oue of the most desirable blocks on the 
West Side, althougt a luck of careful manage- 
ment has made the opera-house decidedly un- 
profitable. All of the stores are rented, and the 
flats above are all taken by good tenants. The 
building bas been transferred to the cure of 
Messrs. Griffin & Dwight. who will hereafter col- 
lect the rents.

TERRIBLE TRIPLETS. 


Three Suicides in This City Vesterday. 
The cold weather seems to have plunged a vor- 
tion of the Community in the deepest despair, 
no less than three suicides being reported yes- 
terday before the day was half done. 
the victims of celf-deetruction was an alleged 
Nihilistic exile,a young man named Abraham 
Pritzka, who lived with his aged mother and 
sister Bessie in very humble quarters over a 
lwery barn at No. 49 Fifth avenue. Young 
Pritzka bad been working somewhere on the 
Weat Side, but two days avo he came home sick, 
and did not return to work again. About 11 
o'clock yesterday morning the report of a pistol 
was heard in bis room by people living in the 
same house, but the matter was not investi- 
gated at the time. Shortly after noon 
Pritzka’s sister entered the room and saw 
ber brother lying on the bed. She supposed he 
was asleep. the oom being cold and * 
she built a tire there. The giow of the fire 
lighted the room sufficiently to reveal to the 
1, on the bed by the side of her 
rother. She tried to arouse him, but her ef- 
torts wero futile, and then some of the 
neighbors were summoned. The young 
mn was tound to be already dead, and 
a bullet-hole in the left breast wed plainiy 
enough the cause bis sudden demise. The 
matter waé reporter to the Harrison Street Sta- 
tion as a murder at first, and Detectives McDon- 
ald and Galiagher hastened to the scene with 
the patrol service of the station. The officers 
goon satisfied themselves, however, that Pritzka 
had taken his own life. The revolver used 
was a new ove of five chambers, carrying 
a @-calibre ball. One of the chambers was 
empty, and on the body was found a new box of 
cartridges, from which five had been taken. The 
body was left in the room and the inquest will 
* today. Pritzka was 27 years oid and 
le. It is said that the family, who bave oniy 
been four months in this country, were obliged 
to leave Kiew, Russia, on account of their Ni- 
bilistic tendencies. 


SAMUEL LIPTON TAKES THE REVOLVER

himself out of the world Samuel Lipton per- 

rmed the same feat at his home, No. 2826 

eruon avenue. His wife and six children were 
absent at a funerai at ¢tli#@ time. First Liptan 
made an effort to obtain some poison at a neigh- 
boring dru@ store, but being unsuccessful there, 
he obtained a revoiveér from a bureau drawer in 
the room of a medical student who boards in the 
same house. He shot himself in the ri — 
temple, the bullet passing entirely through 
head and tlattening itself against a stone — 
piece. His wife found the dead body on thetioor 
when sbe and the children returned from 
the funeral. 3 was formerly employed 
at a bat store on Madison street, near Fraukiin, 
but bad been out of employment for about a 
month. The inquest will be held today. 

AN INSANE WOMAN HANGS HERSELF.

A Firmer Tone in Stocks, but 
with Not Much Buying- 
Divers Notes. 


A Day of Weakness in Produce Oircles— 
The Oereals Active and Heavy

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was moderrtely act- 
ive yesterday. The currency orders were only 
fair in volume. A larger call for money came 
from Minnesota. The demand for loans con- 
tinues good, with ample supplies at 6@7 per 
cent, bankers generally quoting the market 
strong at the outside. The prolonged tightness 
of money in New York appears to have little 
effect here, beyond making lenders conserva- 
tive; but perhaps not more so than usual. 

The aggregate of Chicago bank clearings 
yesterday waa, $7,400,000, being about $900,000 
more than the total for last Saturday. 

Eastern exchange was quoted at 50c to 600 dis- 
count per $1,000. 

Foreign exchange was quoted firmer. Posted 
rates on sterling were 482 and 4344, With actual at 
481 and 484. English documentary, AND 
French documentary was quoted at 526%, and 
German do at 96%. Bankers marks at #414 and 
95. and bankers’ francs at 5234%@520. 

That sale of stock in the Continental National 
Bank reported Saturday was $10,000 worth, and 
not 10,000 shares.

Formation of a Harrison Dago League 
by These Missionarics of Bencvo- 
lence. 

A meeting of the dagos of Chicago was held 
in Pelleteri’s Hall, State street, last evening. 
The attendance was large. Dagoa Menotti called 
the gathering to order, and Dago Raveili was 
ohosen Chairman, He stated the object of the 
meeting at leogth. The dagos of Chicago, he 
said, were not understood. Tne nature of their 
occupation was not comprehended by the press, 
hence the misrepresentations by the newspa- 
pers. The dagos of@khicago were doing a nobie 
work in the cause of benevole At present 
they were employing hundreds of female mis- 
sionariesj with the most gratifying results. Their 
efforts bad been somewhat crippied owing to a 
jack of concerted action, and, after considera- 
bie informal conference, it had been decided to 
unite the philanthropic dago element in Unicago 
by orgapization. 

Dago Monti was made Secretary, and the roll 
call showed that 138 dagos were present. About 
a dozen sent letters of regret, expressing them- 
seives in harmony with the objects of the in- 
tended association. 

CHOOSING A NAME. 

Dago Cavalze said the first thing in order was 
the selection of a name for the society. This 
provoked much discussion, and it was finally de- 
cided to allow each one present to propose a 
title. All were written on slips of paper and 
collected in the Secretary's hat. Below are a 
few of them:

Con- 
saul claims that he bought said quarter la good 
faith, and that before buying it he telegraphed 
to the custom-bouse at Grand Haven to ascer- 
tuin whe were the enrolled owners of the said 
An answer by telegram, 
signed by Deputy-Collector Stephenson, was re- 
ceived by Coneaul, as follows: Edward Ander- 
son fourth, Barney Van Patteg halt. and Ameiia 
Beckley fourth. No incum?fances.” On 
strength of this telegram, and without making 
any inquiries, of the other owners, Consaul 
bought for the nominal sum of $650. The evi- 
dence shows TT

Consaul against any claims that might be brought 
agalast the vessel, and subsequently this 

was paid over to Anderson. During the time it 
lay in bank, however, the evidence shows that 
Barney Van Patten told Mr. OConsaui that An- 
derson had no titie to sell; that he never bad 
owned an interest in the boat; and advised him 
to be very careful ia dealing with him. 

Barney Van Patten testified that Anderson 
never had any interest whatever in the schoon- 
er; that be was employed by him to build ber, 
and that all the money that went into her was 
advanced by him (Barney Van Patten), and that 
Anderson was paid for bis services by days 
labor, etc.; and that he employed him as master, 
and that assuch master he took advantage of 
aim (Van Patten) and took out first enrollment 
papers, representing that he (Anderson) was 
one-quarter owper of her, when in fact he bud 
no ow nana? watever, and that it was a fraud 
upon bim (Van Patten). 

Anderson is not put upon the stand to con- 
tradict this statement, and the other evidence 
introduced in the case cofivinces me that Van 
Patten’s statement is correct, and that Ander- 
gon did not own an interest in said vessel. . 

The question, therefore, is. can Barney Van 
Patten, the real owner of this quarter interest, 
under the circumstances of this purchase by 
Consaul, be heid liabie in any manner to him 
(Consaul) as an innoceat bona fide purchaser for 
value. The sole evidence introduced by Con- 
Baul to support bis title is a copy of these dif- 
ferent certificates of enrollmont, and be clains 
that such certificates justify the conclusion ar- 
rived at by him that Anderson was an owner of 
the one-quarter interest as stated In the enroll- 
ment papers, 

On the law relating to such matters 1 find as 
follows: 0 

“The certificate of enrollment of vessels on 
the northern frontier, necessarily engaged in 
both foreign and domestic commeree, is equiva- 
lent to both a registry and an enrollmest; an 
enroliment made ou oath of the master 
alone ie void.“ —Desty, Shipp, and Adm., Sec.

“If one claims to prove his title by the fact 
that bis ownership appears on the register, it 
may be answered that he caused it to be :

An Old Lawsuit Bevived in a New 
Form. 


The animosity between Antoine Gateau and 
John B. Gerard, and which ended in a disastrous 
and protracted litigation several years ago, has 
broken out again by a bili filed Saturday in the 
Circuit Court, but suppressed for service, by 
Gateau against his former partner Gerard and 
others.

At that time 
Gerard conceived the idea of making Grib-

t a temporary injunction restraining bim 
ive m any participation in the business. As soon 
us ho was gut of the . Gribler was installed 
in che works as an employé.

But Gerard — an appeal to 
— Supreme Court. had the in junotiou con- 
tinued in force. In due time the Supreme 
Coart affirmed the judgment of the court be- 
low, and dissolved the injunction. Gateau 
u undertook to return to the works and ex- 
ercise the autbority of a partner, but was 
forcibly ejected by Gerard and Gribier. There- 
upon he filed a billin the Circuit Court, and got 
ao injunction restraining them from ioterfering 
with bim. But they filed a cross-bill, on which 
the court dissolved the partnership. Gateau 
says that atthe dissolution of es partnersbip 
Gerard owed him $38,000, and that he had, ac- 
vording to the articles of partnership, a first

Getting Heady for the Great Exposti- 
tou of KRallway Appliances to Com- 
mence in This City 
Has Been Accomplished Thas Far. 
As the date fixed for the opeuing of the Na- 

tional Exposition of Kailway Appliances, May 

24, approaches it becomes evident not only that 

its success is assured, but also that it 

will approach in maguitude and interest 
the various World's Expositions held in 

Europe. Mr. E. H. Talbott, Secretary 

of the Board of Management, states 

that, although he devotes his whole time to the 
enterprise and has the assistance of several 
clerks, he finds it almost impossible to keep up 
with the applications tor space and the various 
details which they involve.

THE ANNEX. 


The annex will consist of two pavilions ex- 
tending south and parallel to each other 400 feet, 
with an Open court between them 100 feet wide. 


The east pavilion will be 90 feet in depth and 


the west one 10. Both of these pavilions 
will be divided into stalls sixteen feet in width, 
in eaca of which will be placed a locomotive or 
n car. The vast central court will be divided 
by aisles into suitable spaces, which are being 
alloted to appiicants whuse exhibits are suited 
to such lona uon. Many of these exhibitors will 
erect ornamental booths in which to display 
their articles. The eastern portion of the court 
will contain an immense transfer-tablie, 
by means of which cars and locomotives 
ean be quickly moved into or out 
of their respective stalls. There will also be 
several railway tracks in the court, at least 400 
feet in length, in which various devices, such as 
brakes, couplers, etc., as well as improvements 
in engines and cars, can be tested. In the cen- 
tre of the court a band-stand will be erected, 
from which music will be furnished afternoons 
and evenings.

Running transversely across tne southern ＋ 
of the court will be the old curiosity shop.“ 
building specially designed for its pur This 
Will contain a most interesting collection of the 
earliest railway appliances, and curious and at- 
tractive articies from every department of rail- 
way service. Oneof the most remarkable ob- 
jects in this collection will be George Stephen- 
son's Rocket,“ the first locomative ever built. 
A cablegram from Commissioner Peters, who 
resides in London, states the Dirictors of the 
South Kensington Museum bave consented to 
permit their almost sacred relic to be sent 
across the Atlantic to be placed in the exposi- 
tion. Several other very old locomotives have 
already been secured for this exhibit, one of 
which will be brought here by the engineer who 
ran it forty years. The universal attention 
which this exbibit and others to be located in 
the annex will attract must necessafily make 
the ground space of the court as valuable and de- 
sirable as that in the preset building. A very 
large number of entries of iron and wood work- 
ing machinery have been made, and the display 
in this res t will equal anything ever seen be- 
fore on this continent. One firm, it is stated, 
will have twenty-six expensive machines in 
operation. 

THE GALLERIES. 


The galleries of the present building will be 
devoted to light articles, models, étc., and will 
present buodreds of illustrations of human inge- 
nuity. This portion of the building will be fully as 
attractive tothe publicas any other. It should 
also have been mentioned that the annex is 60 
planned that the partitions can be extended 
southward in case more room should be needed, 
There are now nearly enough entries of locomo- 
tives and cars of all descriptions to fill the space 
to be devoted to the statis now provided for, 
and a considerable addition will probably be 
needed. Two other features of the exposiuon 
will, no doubt, prove very attractive. One of 
these is a series of exhibits from along the lines
